Kept Intact for Sixty Years 
by Shrewd Spinster. 


Miss Mary Gooéwin Pinkney, reputed 
to be America’s wealthiest spinster, died 
Yesterday afternoon at the Hotel Buck- 
ingham, Fifticih Street and Fifth Ave- 
nue, at the ripe old age of YS years. It 
Was her possession of what has been for 
many years known as the “ Watt for- 
tune,’’ most of which is in real estate 
north of the Hariem River, that gave Miss 
Pinkney her distinction. 

She had been in faliing health for some 
time, due to old age, but an attack of 
pneumonia, contracted two or three days 
ago, was the direct cause of her death. 


The immediate result of Miss Pinkney's | 


Géath will be the releasing of real estate 
in Harlem and the Bronx to the value of 
Many millions. She was a very shrewd 
Operator, and, believing in the future of 
“Manhattan real estate, had for years re- 
Tused to dispose of any of her vast prop- 
erty unless upon the most advantageous 
terms to herself. 

The amount of her fortune cannot ac- 
curately be given. Conservative esti- 
Mates place it in the region of $15,000,000. 
Others give it as high as $50,000,000. It 
ig understood the whole of it will pass 
to her relatives, Thomas L. Watt of bu) 
Pifth Avenue, a nephew, and his two 
sisters, Miss Grace Watt and Mrs. Julia 
Watt Morris Curtiss.

She went 
to her stepfather’s rescue and lent him 
her all. In’ consideration of this, and 
also of the “love and affection ’’ he bore 
her, Archibald Watt deeded to her his 
entire Harlem estate. 

In doing this Watt did not lose his in- 
terest in the property. On the contrary,

lin their fabrication. 

“The expert who examined them has

}false and why he feels sure that they

BOMB FOR A PHOTOGRAPHER. 


Attempt Made to Blow Up the Studio 
of Charles Wilson of York.

YORK, Penn., Dec. 8—An Infernal ma- 
chine was found to-day at the door lead- 
ing to the studio of Charles Wilson, a pho- 
tographer. In addition to Mr. Wilson and 
his wife, thirty other tenants occupy the 


building. 

The explosive was encased in a heavy 
oblong box, which was swung by a rope 
handle from the knob of a door opening 
into the apartments of the photographer. 
A cap and a half burned fuse were at- 
tached to the dynamite. The slightest con- 
cussion would have exploded the cap. 
The dynamite was discovered by Henry 
Mattson, an employe at the photograph 
gallery, and it was carefully carried to 
Police Headquarters.

The message is a true valedictory, {nm 
that ft yery largely reiterates the recom- 
mendations for legislation which the Pres- 
ident has made to Congress heretofore 
and on which Congress has not acted.

The collision occurred off the Battery 
about 4 o’clock in the afternoon and was 
witnessed by scores of promenaders in 
Battery Park.

The Meryland, in command of Capt. 
George Tunnard, was on her way to the 
Jersey City terminal of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad with the Colonial Express with 
its passengers on board, bound from Bos- 
ton to Washington. 

Capt. Gibbs of the Anthracite, after his 
rescue, said that he was making for Pier 
A from Crane’s Dock in Brooklyn to land 
Mr. Morrell. Close to the plier the tug 
was stopped to give right of way to a tug 
with a town from the North River. 

Tne Maryland was on the other side 
of the float, and had also to slow up. 
When the tow had passed, the Captain of 
the railroad transport, who apparently 
had not seen the Anthracite, went full 
speed ahead, crashing into the tug. d 

Although it was clear daylight, Capt. 
Tunnard did not stop his transport or 
make any attempt to save the crew of the 
tug, who were struggling in the water. 

The rescued men were taken to the 


Harbor Police Station at Pier A, and calis 
were sent to the Hudson Street and St. 
Gregory Hospitals. 

All five mas were treated at the Hud- 
son Street Hospital and then sent to 
their respective homes, 

Capt. Clark, Marine Superintendent for 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
at Mott Haven, said last night that there 
would not be any report on the accident 
from Capt. Tunnard of the Maryland un- 
til to-day. The police have ordered Tun- 
nard to appear to-day in the Tombs Po- 
lice Court on a technical charge of hom- 
icide. 

The Anthracite was valued at about 
$10,000. She lies off Pier A with the top 
of her mast two feet out of the water.

I believe that the more far-sighted cor- 
porations are themselves comi to rec- 
ognize the unwisdom‘of the vio'snt hos- 
tility they have displayed during the last 
few years.to regulation and control by 
the National Government of combina- 
tions engaged in inter-State business. 
The truth is that we who believe in this 
Movement of asserting and exercising a 
genuine control, in the public interest, 
over these great corporations have to 
contend against two sets of enemies. 
who, though nominally opposed to one 
another, are really allies in preventing a 
proper solution of the problem. 

There are, first, the big corporation 
men, and the extreme individualists 
among business men, who genuinely be- 
lieve in utterly unregulated business-—~ 
that is, inthe reign of plutocracy, and, 
second, the men who, being blind to the 
economic movements of the day, believe 
in a movement of repression rather than 
of regulation of corporations, and who 
denounce both the power of the railroads 
and the exercise of the Federal power, 
which alone can really control the rail- 
roads. Those who believe in efficient 
National contral, on the other hand, do 
not in the least object to combinations; 
do not in the least object to concentra- 
tion in business administration. On the 
contrary, they favor both, with the all- 
important proviso that there shall be such 
publicity about their workings, and such 
thoreughgoing ¢ontrol 6ver them, as to 
{nsure their being in the interest, and not 
aaa the interest, of the general pub-

We do not object to the concentration 
of wealth and administration, but we do 
believe in the distribution of the wealth 
in profits to the 
real owners, and 
in securing to the 
public the full 
benefit of the concentrated administra- 
tion. We believe that with concentration 
in administration there can come both 
the advantage of a larger ownership and 
of & more equitable distribution of prof- 
its, and at the same time a better service 
to the Commonwealth. We believe that 
the administration should be for the ben- 


efit of the many, and that greed and ras- 
cality, practiced on a large scale, should 
be punished as relentlessly as if prac- 
ticed on a small scale. 

We do not for a moment believe that 
the problem will be solved by any short 
and easy method. The solution wi!l come 
only by_pressing various concurrent rem- 
edies. Some of these remedies must lie 
outside the domain of all government. 
Some must lie outside the domain of the 
Federal Government, But there is legis- 
lation which the Federal Government 
alone can enact and which {ts absolutely 
vital tn order to secure the attainment 
of our purpose. 

Many laws are needed. _ There should 
be regulation by the National Government 
of the great inter-State corporations, in- 
cluding a simple method of account keep- 
ing, publicity, supervision of the issue of 
securities, abolition of rebates and of spe- 
cial privileges. There should be short- 
time franchises for all corporations en- 
gaged in public business; including the 
corporations which get power from water 
rights. There should be National as well 
as State guardianship of mines and’ for- 
ests. The labor legisiation hereinafter re- 
ferred to should concurrently be enacted 
into law. 

To accomplish this means of course a 
certain increase in the use of—not the 
creation of—power the Central Govern- 
ment. The power already exists; it does 
not have to be created; the only question 
is whether it shall be used or left idle~and

Our present system, or, rather, no sys- 
tem, works dreadful wrong, and is of 


lawyers. When a workman -is injured 
what he needs is not an expensive and 
doubtful lawsuit, but the ‘certainty of 
relief through immediate administrative 
action, The number of accidents which 
result in the death or crippling of wage 
workers, in the Union at large, is simply 
appalling: in a very few years it runs 1p 
a total tar in xecess of the aggregate of 
the dead and wounded in any modern 
war. No academic theory about “ free- 
dom of contract” or “‘ constitutional lib- 
erty to contract’ should be permitted to 
interfere with this and similar move- 
ments, Progress in civilization has every- 
where meant a limitation and regulation 
of contract. I call your especial atten- 
tion to the bulletin of the Bureau of 
Labor, which gives a statement of the 
methods of treating the unemployed in 
European countries, as this Is a subject 
which tn Germany, for’ Instance, is treat- 
ed in connection with making provision 
for worn-out and crippled workmen. 

Pending a thoroughgoing ginvestigation 
and action there is certa legislation 
which should be enacted at once. The 
law, passed at the last session of the 
Congress, granting compensation to cer- 
tain classes of employes of the Govern- 
ment, should be extended to include all 
employes of the Government and should 
be made more liberal in {ts terms. There 
is no good ground for the distinction 
made in the law between those engaged 
in hazardous occupations and those not 
£0 oe If a man is fnjured or killed 
in any line of work, it was hazardous in 
his case. Whether 1 per cent. or 10 per 
cent. of those following a given occupa- 
tion actually suffer injury or death ought 
not to have any bearing on the question 
of theirereceiving compensation. 

It is a grim logic which says to an tn- 
jJured employe or to the dependents of 
one killed that he or they are entitled to 
no compensation because very few people 
other than he have been Injured or killed 
|in that occupation. Perhaps one of the 
;most striking omissions in the law is 
ithat {it does not embrace peace officers 
jand others whose lives may be sacrificed 
iin enforcing the laws of the United 
States.

Any movement based on that, 
class hatred which at times assumes tlio 
name of ‘class consciousness"’ is cer- 
tain ultimately to fail, and if it tempo-| 
rarily succeeds, to do far-reaching dam- 
age. ‘Class consciousness,” where it ‘s 
merely another name for the odious vice 
of class selfishness, is equally noxious, 
whether in an empuioyer’s association or 
in a workingman’s association. 

The movement in ‘question was one In} 
which the appeal was made to all work- | 
ingmen to vote primarily, not as Ameri-| 
can citizens, but as individuals of a cer+ 
tain class in society. Such an appeal in 
the first place revolts the more high- 
minded and far-sighted among the per-;

behalf it is issued. The result is therefore | 
unfortunate from every standpoint. 

This healthy truth, by the way, will be 
learned by the Socialists if they ever suc~ | 
ceed in establishing in this country an im- 
portant National party based on such 
class consciousness and selfish class in- 
terest. 

The wageworkers, the workingmen, the 
laboring men of the country by the way 
in which they repudiated the effort to} 
get them to cast their votes in response 
to an appeal to class hatred, have em- 
phasized their sound patriotism and!

Bureau of Plant Industry of the United 
States Department 6f Agriculture has in- 
cidentally furnished in very striking fash- 
ion proof of the ruin that comes one 
reckless deforestat.on of mountains, an 
of the further fact that the damage once 
done may prove praciically irreparable. 
So impoftant are these investigations 
that I herewith attach as an appendix to 
my message certain photographs showing 
present conditions in 
Forestry Les<on China. They show 
from China. in vivid fashion the 
appalling desolation, 
taking the shape of barren mountains 
and gravel and sand covered plains, which 
immediately follows and depends upon the 
deforestation of the mountains. Not 
many centuries ago the country of North-

We know this not only from the old 
Chinese records, but from the account 
given by the traveler Marco Polo. 
or instance, mentions that in visiting the 
Provinces of Shansi and Shensi he ob- 
served many plantations of mulberry 
trees. Now there is hardly a single mul- 
berry tree in either of these provinces, 
and the culture of the silkworm has 
moved further south, to regions of atmos- 
pheric moisture.

The 
Secretary must be supreme, and he shoutd 
have as his official advisers a body of 
line officers who should themselves have 
the power to pass upon and co-ordinate 
all the work and all the proposals of ithe 
several bureaus. A system of promotion 
by merit, either by selection or by ex- 
clusion, or by both processes, should be 
introduced. It is out of the question, if 
the present principle of promotion by 
mé¢re seniority is kept, to expect to get 
the best results from the higher officers.

The most striking thing shown by the! 
figures given {s the increased efficiency 
of the Detective Bureau, as indicated by 
the proportion of convictions to arrests. 
For the first quarter of 1906 the bureau 
made 2,063 arrests and obtained only 371 
convictions. For the second quarter of} 
the same year the bureau made 2,363 ar- 
rests, but its record of convictions was 
only 316,. For the third quarter the ar- 
rests were 2,011 and the convictions 319. 

In 1907 the first quarter shows: Arrests, 
2,775, and convictions, 309; second quar- 
ter, arrests, 2,593, and convictions, 615; } 
third quarter, arrests, 2,559, and convic- 
tions, 498. 

In the first three quarters of this year 
the proportion shows a very striking ad- 
vanee, For the first quarter of 1908 the 
bureau made 4,092 arrests and obtained 
2,248 convictions. In the second quarter | 
there was an even greater proportion of 
convictions to arrests, the figures being: 
Arrests, 4,255; convictions, 1,617. In the! 
third quarter the proportion fell off 
slightly, but wis still far above that re- 
corded in the two previous years. The 
figures, were: Arrests, 4,357; convictions, | 
1,651. 

In ‘the periods compared the records of 
the uniformed force are as follows: 

1906—First quarter, arrests, 42,304; con- 
victions, 21,697; second quarter, arrests, 
47,314; convictions, 24,633; third quarter, 
arrests, 46,274; convictions, 24,959. 

1907—First quarter, arrests, 39,783; con- 
victions, 22,637; second quarter, arrests, 
49,035; convictions, 28,190; third quarter, 
arrests, 50,949; convictions, 29,847. 

1908—First quarter, arrests, 51,039; con- 
victions, 29,839; second quarter, arrests, 
63,282; convictions, 39,311; third quarter, 
arrests, 59.933; convictions, 36,887, 

The difference in the ratio between 
arrests and convictions by the uniformed 
force and the Detective Bureau is due to 
the fact that the former make most of 
their arrests for obvious offenses, such 
as public intoxication, disorderly conduct, 
and the like, where prisoners often plead 
guilty, and at any rate are readily proved 
guilty and fined or sent up by the Magis- 
trates. More of the detectives’ arrests 
are in mysterious crimes, where cased 
have to be prepared and tried out by 
Judge and jury. 

There is a marked increase in the num- 
ber of excise arrests in the periods com- 
pared. The third quarter of 1906 shows 
593 liquor law cases; the corresponding 
quarter of 1907 shows 814, and in the 
same quarter of 1908 there were 1,435.

FOR BELMONT TUNNEL 


Open It Somehow, a Delegation 
Cries to the Public Ser- 


vice Commission. 
WILLING TO BE ASSESSED 


Or Will Urge the Legislature to Grant 


a Perpetual Franchise—But It 
Needs That Tunnel. 


Intent on finding out what the Public 
Service Commission had done and what it 
intended to do in the matter of the Bel- 
mont tunnel from East Forty-second 
Street to Long Island City, a committee of 
the Queens United Civic Associations ap- 
peared before the commission yesterday 
and urged upon that body the importance 
of getting the tunnel open to the public 
as soon as possible. One of the committee 
also advanced a new plan, that of making 

| the tunnel a public improvement and as- 
| sessing the cost on the owners of wren 
erty benefited by its use. 

The whole commission, with the excep- 
tion of Commissioner McCarroll, who is 
(ill, attended the hearing, which was 
held by arrangement made late on Monday 
evening. The committee from Queens was 
headed by Lucius Knapp, who sald that 
the committee was anxious to know what 
the commission intended to do toward 
patos the tunnel opened. To this Mr. 
Willcox, Chairman of the commission, 
made answer that it would be manifestly 
}improper for the commission to predict 
}its own action. In the further colloquy 

| that ensued, Commissioner Maltbie went 
so far as to say: 

‘We have made one suggestion to the 
Board of Estimate and until that is dis- 
posed of, and some action taken, we can- 
not well submit to that body any further 
proposal. It would be manifestly out of | 
place for us to do anything of the kind. 
We cannot know what to do with this 
matter until we know what the attitude 

Board of Estimate would be. We 
have made a proposal, the board has 
not seen fit to act upon it.’ 


After Mr. Maltble nad stated the pos!- 
tion of the commission, Mr. Knapp con- 
tinued: 

‘Well, we understand from Theodore 
P. Shonts of the Interborough Rapid 
Transit Company—in fact, I may say that 
we have had a conference with the Inter- 
borough officials, and have been told by 
them that they have not had a reply 
from you in reference to their plan for the 


opening of the tunnel, except that you 
have made a counter proposition to them, 
Now we would like to know if that is 
true? Has the commission made a counter 
proposition to the Interborough?’’ 

Some of the Commissioners smiled at 
the question, but none replied to Mr. 

Knapp except to repeat that it would be 
| improper to tell him what was “in our 
} minds ” until the whole question had been 
| thrashed out and a decision reached. 
| Mr. Knapp then presented to thecom- 
mission a petition dated Nov. 19 and 
| signed by representatives of various civic} 
organizations in Queens. It set forth that 
'the commission had power to act with 

the Board of Estimate in purchasing the 

Belmont tunnel, and continued: 

“This committee, while not assuming 
to anticipate any action by your board, in- 
| stituted inquiries as to the present condi- 
{tion of the tunnel, and ascertained that 
cars can be put in operation from Long 
Island City through to Forty-second 
| Street and Third Avenue, Manhattan, 
within sixty days.”’

EUROPEAN BANKERS, TOO 


7,000,000 Bags of Coffee Worth $77, 
000,000 Stored Here and Abroad as 
Security—Bond Offer Soon. 


J. P. Morgan & Co. and the First Na- 
tional Bank, it was learned yesterday, 
will be associated with the National City 
3ank in the public offering in this coun- 
try of the $75,000,000 Brazilian oan which 
is intended to consolidate into one loan the 
financing which has been done by the 
State of Sao Paulo of Brazil in connec- 
with the coffee valorization scheme. 
Apart from the Japanese war loans, this 
Brazilian loan is the largest foreign loan 


{in which our bankers have actively par- 
| ticipated if exception be made of the rela- 


tively small share of some’of the Euro- 
pean Governmental loans taken in this 
country. 

In the flotation of this coffee scheme 
some of the most powerful banking names 
in Europe, including Rothschild & Sons of 


| London, are associated with the Morgan- 


City-First National group here. The full 
details of the loan were learned yesterday.

Not the least interesting of ‘the terms 
governing the bond issue is that the 


| State of Sao Paulo, which issues the 


bonds with the unconditional guarantee 
of Brazil, binds itself absolutely to en- 
gage in no further coffee valorization un- 
dertakings during the life of the bonds, 
All that 


remains now is the liquidation of the 
coffee which the State purchased in its 
etfort to equalize the price of coffee be- 
tween bad coffee crop years and good 
coffee crop years, so far as this could be 
effected by purchasing the oversupply of 
coffee which resulted from the abnormal 
crop of 1906-7, 

In carrying out the valorization scheme 
Sao Paulo purchased over 7,000,000 bags 
of coffee. This number of bags is now 
in warehouses here and abroad, and its 
value is regarded as conservatively 
placed at $10 a bag, or $70,000,000. At 
$11 a bag, which is nearer the present 
price, the value of the coffee is about 
$77,000,000, which exceeds the total of 
the bond issue. These bonds, however, 
are further secured by an export surtax 
of 5f., or about $1 a bag, and further by 
the unconditional guarantee of principal 
and interest by Brazil. 

Of the total issue of $75,000,000, or £15,- 
000,000, there are to be placed here $10.- 
000,000. These bonds will shortly be of- 
fered for public subscription at 92% and 
interest by J. P. Morgan & Co., the Na-

| entire surtax estimated to amount to an 
| annual average of over $8,000,000, and 
also the proceeds of all sales of coffee 
} pledged under the bonds. It is estimated

|MAHLER’S SYMPHONY PLAYED. 
|A Work of Colossal Proportions Given 
Under the Composer’s Direction. 


Gustav Mahler conducted the second of 
his concerts with the New York Sym- 
phony Orchestra last evening tn Carnegie 
Hall, and made his programme consist 
solely of his own second symphony. It 
is a work of colossal proportions that 
lasts more than an hour and a half in 
performance and requires a huge ap- 
paratus for its presentation—a greatly en- 
larged orchestra, including distant horns, 
trumipets, and other brass instruments; 
organ, a soprano and a contralto soloist, 
and a chorus of mixed voices. It is an 
extreme instance of the growing demands 
of the modern composer for the most 
elaborate and sonorous utterance of his 
ideas. 


Music of Mahler’s has been heard here; 
his fourth and fifth symphonies have been 
played, and both have taxed the receptive 
power of those who Hstened to them, 
even with the greatest seriousness. The 
same sort of demand is made by 
symphony, but in a far higher degree. 
The work shows striving of the most 
exalted sort; a struggling ambition to set 
forth in music vast conceptions of human 
aspirations, the destiny of the soul, un- 
formulated and unexpressed in words; 
ideas that, according to the musician, are 
beyond words, and only to be voiced vy 
the eloquence of his art. 

Such things are only for the greatest; 
and to say that Mr. Mahler’s achieve- 
ment has not soared so high as his ideal 
is but to repeat the history of human 
ambition in many guises, a history that 
has many illustrations in musical art. His 
enormous sympheny is not all that he 
set out to make it; but it is nevertheless 
in many respects a remarkable work, one 
that cannot fail profoundly to impress 
any one who listens to it with sympathy. 

There is in much of this work an in- 
tense conviction. There are blood and 
fron in the music; there are tenderness 
and poetry of true elevation. With them 
there are effects that are obviously made 
wit honly skill and industry and that do 
not flame with the fire of 
There are passages that are theatrical 
with the quality of Meyerbeer: there are 
trivialities and contrasts. Sut of 
the deep seriousness of the composer's 
work there can hardly be a question.

through some American heiress, “e) n- 
rich foreign noblemen,”’ the roads should 
be calculating how great a reguction they 
should in fairness make to shippers. 

Mr. Barber referred several times te 
Mr. Brown, declaring that the latter, in 
his attempts to educate the public to.a 
bellef that higher rates are necessary, 

‘perhaps is taking his cue from the late 
P. T. Barnum, who said the public was 
fond of being humbugged.” 

‘William H. Vanderbilt,” said 
Barber, ‘‘ who succeeded his father, 
Commodore, with the 


ability, recognized the public with the 
words ‘the public be damned,’ and the 
public has been damned ever since by 
one scheme and another emanating from 
the brains of his own ilk and force.” 
i It seems to me,”’ said the speaker, 
that the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission is absolutely impotent in protect- 
ing fully the interests of the public for 
the following reasons: The railroads, 
which have their ramifications all over 
the United States, are doing about one- 
twelfth of the business of the entire coun- 
try In dollars and cents, perhaps more. 
The entire circulating medium of the 
country passes through their hands once 
a year, It would be impossible for the | 
Inter-State Commerce Commission to take } 
up even a small fraction of the cases | 
which could consistently be brought 
against the railroad companies. 

“The railroads have become so great a 
part of the business of the country that | 
there is no power in law that can control | 
them. They control the legislation and 
prevent legal actions by the overpowering 
weight of their influence and the expense 
of litigation against them.” 

Mr. Barber in closing declared that the} 
only remedy for correcting the evils of} 
overcapitalization was a Federal Lye 
ations act, with the railroads all in one 
corporation and a Government guarantee | 
of 4 per cent. on the stock, which ‘never 
thereafter should be inereased.
